Oconee is one of the smallest coun- 
ties in the state, but is certainly a re- 
markable agricultural county. In the 
opinton of some, it is the greatest agri- 
cultural county in Georgia, size con- 
sidered. 

“Watkinsville,” said Mr. Ward, “is 
yrowing. There are about 1,900 popu- 
lation now A few years ago a bank 
was started there. The capital stock 
was $25,000, of which 60 per cent was 
paid in.

The Fifth Ward Improvement Club 
held a very enthusiastic meeting last 
night and resolutions were adopted 
calling upon the mayor and general 
council to make available the contin- 
gent fund for street work.

At the last meet- 
ing of council the appropriation of 
$53,000, made contingent for street 
work if the bonds carried, was re- 
ferred to the finance committee, perd- 
ing a rearrangement of the January 
apportionment ‘sheet, so that $100,000 
could be provided for the first*‘payment 
on the bond issue. 

Charles M. Moon presided at the 
meeting and the resolutions adopted 
were as follows: 

“Whereas, one of the most pressing 
necessities of the city of Atlanta in 
furthering her material development 
and improving sanitary conditions is 
a better system of street paving and 
general improvements in the _ condi- 
tion of a large number of our streets; 

“And, whereas, preceding the recent 
bond election, the city council had pro- 
vided a fund, or rather funds, for street 
work, contingent upon the successful 
termination of the said election, aggre- 
gating about $50,000, and this fact was 
stressed as a strong reason why bonds 
should be passed; 

“And, whereas, in our 
action on the part of the general coun- 
cil contribtued largely to the success- 
ful result of the said election; 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the 
Fifth Ward Improvement Club, That 
we request the general council to make 
available at once the said contingent 
funds for street improvement, so that 
the department of streets can begin 
at once to use the funds without em- 
barrassment. 

“Resolved, further, That we commend 
the stand taken by our representative 
in the general council, Hon. J. J. Greer, 
and the other members of council for 
their efforts to defeat even a tem- 
porary diversion of these funds to any 
other purpose. 

“Resolved, further,

In this question as to the comparative charge made by the rallroads 
of.the United States upon the national government for transporting the 
mails, and upon the express companies for carrying their freight packages, 


it is a very simple process to get off the main line and onto a sidetrack. 

Possibly, if the railroads had their way about it, there is where they 
would put it and keep it. 

In critical comment upon a recent editorial in The Constitution, in 
which it was asserted that every effort made to get at the specific facts 
concerning this comparative charge has been met by opposition and ob- 
jection, a prominent southern railroad president says the allegation that 
the railroads are not disposed to give this information is based on a mis- 
conception, and he refers to the recent card from President Ralph Peters, 
of the Long Island Railroad Company, published ‘n The Constitution, quot- 
ing Mr. Peters as saying, in effect, that “the postoffice department has 
called for this very information and the railroads are responding with 
alacrity.”’ 

After a careful reading and re-reading of President Peters’ card, we 
have failed to find whersin he speciiically says the postoffice department 
has called for and the railroads are preparing to furnish information as 
to just what the railroads receive from the goveriment and from the 
express companies for a similar service, or the comparative charge made 
by the railroads for the two services upon, say, a ton-mile basis. 

What President Peters does say is that railroad companies representing 
175,000 miles of rail lines have been asked by the department to prepare 
and are now preparing 


information as to the cost of handling the mails, based on the service 
performed during the month of November, 1909, showing the space occupied by 
the mails, by the express, by passengers and everything else on every train on 
which mail is handled, and approximating the cost and the labor performed in 
handling the different kinds of business carried by each train. 


Nowhere in the foregoing is there any reference to information show- 
ing WHAT THE RAILROADS RECEIVE FOR HAULING ONE TON OF 
MAIL ONE MILE, OR ONE HUNDRED MILES, COMPARED WITH WHAT 
THEY RECEIVE FOR HAULING ONE TON OF EXPRESS PACKAGES 
A SIMILAR DISTANCE. 

As long as we stick to that proposition we are on the MAIN LINE. 

That is the information which was sought in the resolutions proposed 
in the United States senate by Senators Gore of Oklahoma and Clay of 
Georgia, and that is the information to the acquirement and publication 
of which Senators Penrose and Aldrich so vociferously objected.

THERE HAVE BEEN OBJECTION ON THE PART OF RAILROAD SYM- 
PATHIZERS IN THE SENATE TO MAKING REASONABLE REQUEST 
FOR THE FACTS?

WRITES OF FOREIGN COURTS 


(Copyright, 1910, for The Constitution.) 

Of all the members of the new house 
of commons, the one who is attracting 
the most attention is the Rev. Silvester 
Horne, pastor of a Congregational 
chureh in the Tott@nham court road. 
Clergymen of the Church of England 
and of the Church of Rome and minis- 
ters of the Church of Scotland are 
incapable of being elected to pariia- 
ment, the old-time disqualification be- 
ing confined by an act passed at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century. 
The exclusion doeg not extend to non- 
conformist ministers, and it is, thanks 
to this, that the Rev. Silvester Horne 
will be able to represent Ipswich in 
the house of commons. He describes 
himself in “Who's Who” as “an impeni- 
tent radical’ and as “an advocate of 
modern puritanism.” Of course the 
disqualifying act applies only to these 
clergymen of the Church of England, 
of Scotland and of the Roman Catholic 
denomination, who still exercise their 
spiritual office. It would not apply to 
an unfrocked Catholic priest: and 
there have been several ex-clergymen 
of the Church of England, notably the 
late Sir William Marriett, who have 
figured in parliament.

Where Royalty Gets Servants. 


,_There are many women among my 
readers who will be interested to know 
that all the maid servants employed at 
Buckingham palace, at Windsor, and at 
Mar]borough house, are recruited from 
the Saniringham estate, and have thus 
been more or less known to the mem- 
bers of the royal family since their 
childhood. A perfect army of them 
are employed at Buckingham palace, 
where they are under the orders of the 
housekeeper, Mrs.- Dodd. who filled the 
same position at Marlborough house 
prior to the king’s accession to the 
throne. The maids have to be dressed 
and ready for work at half past 6 In 
the morning. Every afternoon a cer- 
tain number of them are released from 
duty between 3 and 6 o'clock, and a 
large sitting room is provided for 
them, where they can read, write or 
do their own work. Each maid is al- 
lowed Out one evening a week, from 7 
ti! 9:45. and she is compelled to be 
scrupulously punctual in observing 
these hours. and to report herself to 
the housekeeper on her return. She 
gets also two whole days in the month, 
from 10 a. m. till 9 p. m.. and a fort- 
night's holiday on full pay every Year. 
Dismissal from the royal service is ex- 
ceedingly rare, and most of the vacan- 
cies that occur are through marriage, 
when the queen always make the girl 
a wedding present, and o‘ten finds em- 
ployment for the newly wedded couple 
On One of the royal estates. 


An Unhappy Marriage. 


Inasmuch as Lord Cowley was prac- 
tically forced into his present marriage 
with Millicent Wilson, the divorced 
wife of Sir Charles Hartopp, after hav- 
ing figured as the corespondent in, the

The Dowager 
Lady Cowley has likewise had a good 
deal of litigation with money lenders, 
nCtablythe late Sam Lewis of unsavory 
memory. 
First Wife Remarried. 

Then there is the first wife of the 
present Lord Cowley, namely, Lady 
Violet Nevill, daughter of she Marquis 
of Abergavenny, who obtained a di- 
vorce from the ear! in 1897, and is re- 
married to R. E. Myddelton. Lord 
Cowley brought all sorts of legal pro- 
ceedings against her in a vain attempt 
to prevent her, after her second mar- 
riage, from continuing to style her- 
self Countess Cowley. But he was 
defeated at every turn, and it was 
made clear to him that, although his 
former wife had forfeited her rights 
as a peeress through her remarriage, 
and could only appear at court, or in 
any official document, as Lady Violet 
Mvyddelton, yet that there was nothing 
to prevent her from using the title of 
Countess Cowley in society. The liti- 
gation about the matter attracted 
widespread attention, not only at home, 
but also abroad. ; 

And now English society is once 
more being treated to a Cowley di- 
vorce case, with the former Millicent 
Wilson and ex-Lady Hartopp, in the 
role formerly occupled there by Lord 
Abergavenny’s daughter. Once the di- 
vorce is granted, there will be nothing 
to prevent Lord Cowley from marry- 
ing again, and furnishing to the Brit- 
ish titled classes yet another Countess 
Cowley. He has a son and heir by 
his first marriage, who is now 29 
years of age, bears the title of Vis- 
count Dangan, and has been brought 
up entirely by his mother. Lord Cow- 
ley has also a son by the marriage 
now about to be dissolved, a boy of 
about 3 years old, who bears the name 
of the Hon.- Valerian Wellesley, and

HIS PLACE LOST 
BY DALAI -LAMA 


The Chinese Government 
Charges Him With At- 
tempting a Revolt. 


Peking, February 25.—The Chinese 
government has deposed the Dalai 
Lama as head of the Thibetan govern- 
ment, and in an official statement is- 
sued today explains the action on the 
ground that the nominal ruler had de- 
serted the capital following an at- 
tempt by him to organize a general 
revolt. 

The official statement follows: 

“The Dalai Lama, upon his arrival 
at L’hassa from Peking, circulated, 
with the object of organizing a gen- 
eral revolt, these rumors, first, that 
China intended to exterminate Lama- 
ism, and, second, that British trade in 
effect was Injuring Thibet. The Dalai 
Lama then took measures to thwart 
this trade, whereupon China became 
alarmed, and offered 2,000 troops to 
go to L’Hassa with the object of pre- 
serving the peace and ‘affording pro- 
tection. 

When the Dalai Lama learned of the 
above, the Peking government ordered 
the Chinese resident to reason with 
the Dalai Lama, who refused to listen, 
and on the 12th secretly left L’Hassa 
with his followers. The resident 
searched ineffectivéJy for him, whére- 
upon China deposed the Dalai Lama; 
ordered the Thibetans to elect his suc- 
cessor, and issued a decree ordering 
the protection of Lamaism and the 
strict observance of the existing 
treaties with foreign powers concern- 
ing Thibet, with the purpose of pre- 
serving the status quo.”

Colonel William L. Peel, 
of the Amegijcan National 
arraigned and fined $5.75 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon, on 
the charge of violating the rules of 
the road with his automobile Thursday 
night on Peachtree road.
